MR. I. ZANGWILL ON THE JEWISH COLONIES IN PALESTINE. 


Sin,—In your last issue I find the admirable Administrator of the Colony 
Rehoboth taking my name in vain so frequently that the dazzle of 2's hurts my 
eyes. Mr. E. W. Levin-Epstein is one of the gentlemen whose opinions are 
iuvaluable upon the subject of Palestine Colonies, whom I had in mind when 
I said our urgent need was statistics. 1am very glad of the grains of informa- 
tion scattered here and there amid my name in his letter, and there was no need 
for him to misunderstand my plain expressions in order to give us the beneflt 
of his experience. ‘My criticisms,” be says, after a pompous battle-flourish, . 
‘are directed against the following passage: ‘But the gravest and the truest 
charge was that the Colonies did not pay. Baron Edmond de Rothschild had 
done a noble work, but of itself it could be of no real value, it was only playing 
with the thing.” He construes this to mean two things, first, that the Baron 
Edmond Colonies do not pay ; secondly, that they cannot pay. The dullest 
of your readers must have smiled to find that the first of the points my critic 
get out go solemnly to challenge, he concedes in full measure. Considering how 
richt I was, he might have spared you the elaborate irony of wondering how 
I--who know nothing of viticulture—figured it out so quickly, and have con- 
tented himeelf with admiring my supernatural insight. However, than- 


‘maturgy was never in my line, so I will confess that 1 know—because Baron 


Edinond de Rothschild told me. The second point—that the Colonies cannot pay— 
has been entirely read into my words by Mr. Levin-Epstein. It is interesting to 
seo how the old Talmudic spirit survives even in the modern Jewish agricul- 
turist. Whether Palestine Colonies can pay is the very question on which I am 
asking for information (which I hope he and other practical agriculturiste will 
supply). ‘The soil is mostly what political economists term ‘‘ below the margin 
of cultivation,” so that instead of paying rent, the pioneer cultivators should 
receive a bonus, or else be content to reap part of their crop in sentiment. 
Whether—with the uncertaintics of land-tenure in Asiatic Turkey 
and the certain mistakes of more or less amateur agriculturists—the preliminary 
outlay could be trusted to repay itself in time to immigrant enthusiasts armed 
with some Capital, this is just what I want to know. The Baron has magnifi- 
cantly paved the way for an agricultural Renaissance, but no artificial bolstered- 
up Renaissance ever achieves anything. A Renaissance must be the external 
ebullition of inward effervescence—like the Diamond Jubilee. Salvatiun lies, as 
{ said, only in spontancous enthusiasm. In order, apparently, to disprove thie, 
my curious critic draws my’ attention—in final reproof—to the poor Jewish 
labourers whose enthusiasm leads them to work for less in Palestine than else- 
where ; to the Society whose members have made large money-gifts to the 
Cause. Was ever anything more comical ? Why this is the very enthusiasm I 
say is indispensable to any real movement. | 

My friend the enemy ends by apologising to me for the zeal with which he 
has defended his case. ///s case? It is my case he has defended, point by 
point,and [ am glad to have so excellent an authority on my side. But as I do 
not like to waste his apology, I will forgive him instead for lecturing me on my 
duty to my people. Ll had already, in the same speech, told of another enthusiast 
who was prepared to base the value of my opinion upon its agreement with bis 
own,

| | TRANSLATION. | 

To the worthy Maccabwans in London afd the Provinces, and to them who went up 
the Holy Mountain on Passover last. 

Vear Sirs,—During your visit here to inquire into matters connected with the Holy 
City, you were good enough to receive a deputation that waited upon you to explain the 
aim and object of our Society. You even promised them that the matter placed before you 
would receive your earnest consideration on your return home. But your prolonged silence 
necessitates Our writing to you now. For you have no doubt returned from your journey, 
rested from your fatigue and commenced your work for the good of Zion's children. 

Our Society is still in its youth. Thesphere of activity 1s limited. But it hasin store 
great good for the future of Palestine. Our object is well-defined. It is to train Jeru- 
salem youths in agriculture. The method we employ for attaining that end is a sound one 
and has received the approval of all those who are acquainted with the subject. We induce 
the unemployed youths of Jerusalem to go out to the colonies and work on the field as 
labourers. The remuneration they receive from their employers is generally very small. 
We, therefore, select only those who are unmarried, and even to them we grant some assist- 
ance. We defray their travelling expenses to the Colonies. We pay for their lodgings 
and provide them with clothing. For their wages are just sufficient to pay for their board. 
In this way we have already sent out over twenty strong young men, who are giving ever 
satisfaction to their employers, Our expenditure on them amounts to 1,000 francs. This 
sum has been collected from our own members, who, in spite of their poverty, have con- 
tributed their mites for such a deserving object. Owing to the success of that experiment, 
wer youths have expressed their anxious desire to follow in the footsteps of their 
brothers and go out and work on the Colonies. But it is beyond our means to comply with 
their request The money we have in hand is barely suflicient to maintain with clothing 
&c., those whom we have already sent out. if 

Our request, in short, is therefore for an annual grant of 1,000 francs. This woul 
enable us to extend our useful work and increase tho number of agricultural students, so 
that when we found Colonies for “young Zion,” we may have a force of trained Jewish 
colonists to act as farmers and wine growers.

The 
sources of income are: (1) Subscriptions ; (2) Donations. Those whom the 
Society sends to the Colonies to learn agriculture stay there for three years 
after which period the Society tries to settle them as eae. In these cases 
the Society has the power of lending them 500 francs or more.

As Sir Francis wrote in the Chronicle, the College was the late Baronet’ 
‘‘life-wish,” and those who have the matter in charge should not countenance any 
action that fails to preserve it in its entirety, and restore it to its usefulness as an 
active Institution of Jewish learning.

HOSPITAL SUNDAY. 


Sin,—In a leaderette contained in yourimpression of the 18th inst., you state 
‘hut this movement in Birmingham has proved so great a success. I regret to 
ftute that your praise is hardly deserved, but should be transferred to the more 
recent departure, Hospital Suturday, the progress of which has been simply 
uarvellous, and to the Managers of which nothing could be said which they do 
not deserve. Hospital Sunday was initiated in Birmingham in 1859, when the 
population of the town was about 280,000, and the rateable value of the property 
wis about £840,000. At this period, the sum of £5,200 was collected. In 1895, 
sowever, when the population had increased to over half a-million, and the rate- 
ave value to over £2,000,000, the collection only reached £4,417, being a 
decrease of £683, 

Hospital Saturday, on the other hand, which also owes its inception

In London the proportion of Hospital beds to the population is about one 
per 1,000, at Wolverhampton, 1j, at Norwich, Belfast, Brivhton and Liverpool, 
25, Glasgow and Newcastle, 3}, and Dublin no less than 64 per 1,000. London 
unhappily compares very unfavourably with the towns cited—providing only une 
bed per 1,000 of its population, in consequence of which out of every six adult 
applications for treatment at the Hospitals only one is received, and three out of 
every four children are necessarily reyected—a moet appalling fact. 
My object of writing is to aid the Lord Mayor's powerful appeal, and in the 
hope that a suggestion which has proved so successful here will be adopted in 
London, especially by the Jewish population, who should be the first in such 
valuable work, and to show to che Jewish Chief Magistrate their appreciation of 
his grand services to his people. I have not the slightest hesitation in affirming 
that if my resolution be universally acted upon, sufficient means will be forth- 
coming for the needs of the hospitals of the country. If the ladies and 
gentlemen who attended Westminster Abbey on that Hospital Sunday Collection, 
instead of dropping “the smaller silver coins” in the plate, gave even as much 
as the factory girls and operatives—viz., 4s. 4d.—what a difference it would 
have made!

RE THE CHARITY VOTING SYSTEM. 


Sir,—I notice with pleasure that several influential members of the com-. 
munity have already addressed you on the above subject, and wish to add my 
own in support of those who advocate the abrogation of this entirely pernicious 
system. This, to my mind, is an evil which should be speedily removed, only 
those who are brought into contact with the unfortunate applicants for ad- 
mission into our public institutions can tell how bitter the disappointment is to 
the unsuccessful. It has been proved that without the personal influence of 
friends cases most deserving of assistance fail to gain the same. This would be 
remedied if the committee of every voting charity decided each case on its own 
merits. I entirely agree with Mr. Fredk. S. Franklin that special ;sub- 
committees should be appointed from the management of our Charitable Insti- 
tutions, who, by personal investigation, would be enabled to test the accuracy of 
each individual application. Such a system is in practice at the Home for Aged 
Jews and the Home and Hospital for Jewish Incurables. With the manage- 
ment of the: latter institution [ have the honour of being connected, and 
although owing to the present want of accommodation, the number of 
applications far exceed those able to be admitted, yet I may say the most 
deserving case always gains admission. The objection to this form of election 
must be purely personal, and [ am sure that in this age of advancement a 
custom 80 antiquated should speedily be eradicated from the Charitable Institu- 
tions of the commnnity. I trust. this much desired result may be attained in 
the present year of commemoration of our Queen’s record reign.

Among the honours conferred by the Queen, in commemoration of her 
Diamond Jubilee, are the following :— 


The Lorp Mayor is created a Baronet. 


Major Junian Leverson, R.E., Boundary Commissioner for Manicaland, is 
appointed a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 

Dr. WaLpemar Morvecal Harrkine is appointed a Companion of the Order 
of the Indian’ Empire. | 

The career of the Right Hon. Sir George Faudel-Phillips, Bart., has been 80 
recently described in our columns, and ie so well known, that no particulars need 
be given in connection with the honour bestowed upon him by Her Majesty. We 
give below a recent portrait of the new Baronet. , 
~ Major Julian John Leverson was born in London in May, 1853, and 
is second son of Mr. George B. C. Leverson. He was educated privately at 
firet, and afterwards at the Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. 
Major Leverson served in the Egyptian Campaign of 1882, and in the Bechuana- 
land Expedition of 1884-85 ; he was Deputy-Assistant Adjutant-General in the 
Intelligence Division of the War Office from 1886 to 1891, and Secretary of Mr. 
Stanhope’s Committee on Fortification and Armament on the Military and Home 
Mercantile Ports. He has done useful work in the delimitation of frontiers, as 
the following record of his services in that direction will show :—Assistant-Com- 
missioner for delimitation of Russo-Turkish frontier in 1880, Turco-Greek frontier 
in 1881, Anglo-Portuguese frontiers in Kast Africa from 1891-93, and last year 
British Representative at the Manica Boundary Arbitration. 


lyr. Waldemar Mordecai Haffkine is the first Jew on whom the Order of the 
Indian Empire has been conferred. He was born of a Jewish family of good 
position in South Russia. He distinguished himself during his course of study 
in the Gymnasium of Berdiansk and the University of Odessa. At the age of 
23 he became a Doctor of Science; asa Jew, he was practically precluded from 
the higher academic career in Russia, but the Natural Society of Odessa provided 
a biological laboratory for his own special use. He continued his researches at 
that establishment for a period of five years. In 1888, he became Professor of 
Physiology at the Geneva University, and in 1889 he went to Paris to perform 
the functions of an assistant to Pasteur. Dr. Haffkine was commissioned by the 
British Government to make a scientific examination in India as regards the 
_ presence of the cholera germs, especially in the public water supply of Calcutta. 
He completed his beneficent work for the British Army in India at his own 
cost. More recently on the outbreak of the plague in Bombay he rendered 
' valuable services in regard to measures taken against its spread. The 
Government of India, recognising the arduous and valuable nature 


of these services, sanctioned the grant of a monthly salary of two thousand. 


rupees instead of the allowance hitherto given to Dr. Haffkine. This 
arrangement took retrospective effect from the date on which he began work in 
Bombay. In April he presided at the annual prize distribution at the Grant 
Medical College, Bombay, being the first Jew thus honoured, and it is intended 
by the University of Bombay to confer on him the degree of LL.D., an honour 
seldom bestow Dr. Haffkine is a thorough Jew, heart and soul. A victim, 
to some extent of Russian intolerance, he takes the deepest interest in all measures 
for improving the condition of his oppressed coreligionists. He conceived the 
idea of amalgamating the Chovevi Zion Societies in the Old and New Worlds, 
and it was on his initiative that the Central Committee of the Association was 
formed in Paris. |

The following ie the text of the Resolutions passed by the Elders of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation at their recent meeting, in connection with 
Juiith Levy Montefiore College, Ramsgate, and Jews’ College :— 


1, RESOLVED.—* That the Synagogue at Ramsgate be maintained in complete 
efficiency, and that the Yeshiba Ohel Moshé Ve-Yehoodit (Judith Lady Montefiore 
College, Ramsgate) be at once re-established, at an estimated cost of at least £1,000. 


2. The Elders having been advised by Counsel of upwards of ten years’ standin 

that they have no power to enter into any such permanent arrangement with the Counci 
of Jews’ College as is embodied in the proposed Scheme of union, without the sanction of 
the Charity Commissioners, and it being considered inexpedient to apply for such 

sanction— 

RESOLVED.—“ That the Scheme be not carried out as drawn, but that an offer be 
made to the Council of Jews’ College of a contribution out of the surplus income of the 
Endowment Funds of £1,000, to be applied for the general purposes of the College, and 
the loan of such of the contents of the Library as may not be required for use at the 
Synagogue or College at Ramsgate, due provision being made by the Council of Jews’ 
College for the safe custody and insurance of the manuscripts and books lent, the Elders 
having the right to elect to the Council such a number of Representatives, not exceeding 
ten, as they may think desirable, and the Council agreeing that both the ‘ Sephardic’ and . 
the ‘ Ashkenazic’ pronunciation of Hebrew be taught in the College; and that such con- 
tribution and loan, on the same conditions, or such others as may from time‘to time be 
agreed on, be renewable from year to year as is required by the provisions of the 
Foundation Deed in respect of all engagements entered into thereunder.’ | 

3, RESOLVED.—“ That the Elders place on record their regret that the proposed 
arrangement cannot be made permanent without the sanction of the Charity Commissioners 
and that if the offer set forth in the above Resolution be accepted by the Council of Jews 
College, it is their earnest desire that the contribution and loan on the conditions stated, 
or on such others as may from time to time be agreed on, will be annually renewed, and 
that they will not at any time be arbitrarily or capriciously withheld,” 

4. RESOLVED.—“ That if the offer be accepted, the Solicitors to the Synagogue be 
instructed to prepare the necessary Deed in accordance with Counsel's opinion, and in 
conjunction with the Solicitors of Jews’ College, to take such steps as may be considered 
necessary to give effect to the arrangement "’ : 

The foregoing Resolutions were passed at a meeting of the Elders held on 
May 29th. In accordance with a Requisition to that effect, signed by six Elders 
(Messrs. Eustace A. Lindo, I. Genese, J. Nahon, Joshua M. Levy, M. A.N. 
Lindo and E. L. Mocatta), they were submitted for confirmation to a meeting of 
the Elders held on the 9th, when the resolutions as given above were passed, A 
further meeting of the Elders will be held on July 7th, to obtain authority for 
carrying out these resolutions. 

It will be seen from the first Resolution that the Elders have determined to 
re-establish the Montefiore College, Ramsgate. We understand that the necessary 
measures to this end will be taken forthwith, and applications for admission to. 
the College will be received at an early date. 


Jewish Labour Movements. 
[FROM CORRESPONDENT. J 


It bas often been said that the Jewish tailors have ousted a large number of 
Englishmen, but this has always been strenuously denied by the Jewish journey- 
men, Readers of the Jewish Chronicle also know that the charge is a mistaken 
one, for the Jews have introduced their particular branch of the tailoring 
industry into this country, aid in common fairness contend that they should be 
allowed to keep it in their own hands. A contemporary, not noted for its 
friendly disposition towards the Jewish race, acknowledges in the current issue 
the truth of the statement and the force of the contention, Instances of unfair 
competition abound in every country. In all parts of Cape Colony, where there 
is a fairly large settlement of Jewish tailors, the Malays and other coloured men 
are competing with the whites as skilled mechanics at lower wages. In the 
tailoring trade there the English tailors receive from &s, tos. a day, while the 
coloured men only receive 5s, a day, 

This isa inbilee week, and one and all are uniting in thanksgiving for sixty 
years’ prosperity. But there is a dark side to the picture which should not be 
overlooked—the view behind the ‘scenes, as it were. There is the sad and 

loomy picture still on view of the sweated tailors. We have in London 828,000 
fivin in an overcrowded state ; 12,500 earn less than £1 a week and pay over 


one-fifth of this for the rooms they inhabit. A arge majority of these are— 


Jews. We cannot, or should not, attempt to dispel from our thoughts the 
suffering beings of the East End and other parts who are surrounded by poverty 
and wretchedness, and while thinking should endeavour to aim at some means 
to ameliorate their condition. One of the noblest monuments in commemora- 
tion of the unprecedented reign would be the eradication of the sweating 
system, and it is not yet too late to make a start in this direction. 

The Boston Jewish Carpenters are leaders of a strike now on for an eight 
hours’ day. In most of the large American cities an eight hours’ day prevails, 
and it is expected that the Boston Carpenters will be successful.

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


A real step forwards is made by the Rev. G, C. Bell, the distinguished 
Headmaster of Marlborough College, in his work entitled 4 Religious 
Teaching in Secondary Schools.” That religious teaching 18 e often 
degraded to the level of unintelligent history teaching bs (p. 2) is 
an absolutely accurate statement. There are two dangers in this method. In 
the first place, the facts of Scripture are placed in a wrong position with regard 
to its religious import, and secondly, the pupil, sooner or later, comes to wonder 
“Ts it all true?” Mr. Bell says (p. 53) that “ the main point in the teaching of 
the Old Testament, while or after impressing the facts on the memory, 1s to 
direct attention to the great moral and religious truths which are the essence of 
the Bible.” Mr. Bell continues : ; | 

It is on this point that some of the most popular manuals of the Old Testament are 
seriously defective ; they give full and interesting explanations and illustrations of 
history, geography, ceremonial customs, etc.; the moral and religious truths are 
assumed or ignored but they are not drawn out and enforced. It may be that the writers 
assume that such enforcement may, should, and will be part of the teacher's duty ; it may 
he that they keep their eye too steadily fixed on the requirements of examinations. Then 


the majority of teachers, guided by the text-book, and anxious about the examinations, 
are content if their pupils can reproduce the facts of Bible narratives, with illustrations 


, from history, geography, etc.; while the examiner thinks he is bound to limit his 


questions by the range of the ordinary text-books. Thus writer, teacher, examiner, each 
influenced by, and influencing the others, unconsciously form a kind of ‘triple alliance ” 
for excluding from the teaching of the Old Testament just that which is most essential 
to it. 


But how, then, does Mr. Bell wish the facts themselves presented? It is 
here that he rightly calls his book a ria media (p, 127), but it is a middle path 
that ends in confusion, I fear. Yet, I do not withdraw my remark that Mr, 
Bell's book represents a step forward. te is, at all events, on the side of the 
reverent critics, and he is, therefore, on the right side. I do not think that it is 
right to enter here into Mr. Bell's statements regarding post-Biblical Judaism, 
‘They are coloured by Professor Bruce’s view, and that view is not based on wide 
knowledge, Nor is it necessary to point to such strange omissions as the 
exclusion of Leviticus xix. from the list of Bible readings sugggested (p. 61). 
But Mr. Bell ought really to reconsider his attitude regarding miracles. ‘Thisis 
what he says: (p. 141). 

How then ean experience be reconciled with miracle ? One answer is that for adequate 
moral reasons God may supersede the action of His ordinary “laws” of nature by higher 
“laws” as yet unknown to ordinary experience. This argument may be illustrated by the 
progress of science, which has shown both how much and how little any given generation 
may know about the possibilities of the “laws ” and forces of nature. Conceive Hume or 
Franklin told about telephoning from London to Paris, or hearing a poet's or statesman’s 
voice after his death. According to this line of argument, what is called the “ super- 


natural" may be simply a higher unrevealed form of the “ natural,” i.e., there is no differ- 
ence of kind between ordinary events and miracles. 


In other words, when God talked of showing a wonder he meant that He 
would reveal some unknown natural law. This isa lapse surely from Mr. Bell's 
own admirable principle. He would save the fact by destroying the religious 
association with it. 


The Theologisch Tijdschrift—one of the most important theological reviews 


on the Continent—contains in its latest number a highly favourable notice of 
Mr. Claude G, Montefiore’s “ Bible for Home Reading.” 


The Revue Semitique is again mainly filled with the work of the editor 
J, Halévy. He writes on “La Descente des Isra¢lites en Egypte jusqu’A la 
mort de Joseph,” “Notes pour l'interprétation des Psaumes” (dealing with 
Psalms 77 to 83); “Le Profit historique des tablettes d’ El-Amarna”; “ Etude 
sur Kecclesiastique”; “Les inscriptions de Nérab” and “ Les inscriptions de 
Narnaka.” M, Halévy does not regard Ps, 79 as Maccabiean—his reasons being 
however, weak. “There is no allusion,” he says, “to a- religious persecution, 
nor to Jewish apostates who favour the designs of the pagans.” But when we 
remember the feelings which filled the Jewish mind before the battle of Emmaus 
it is clear that the uppermost thought then was (as in Ps, 79) the desolation of 
the Sanctuary,

Dr. Friedenwald’s lecture before the Gratz College, Philadelphia, on 
“ Jewish Physicians and the Contributions of the Jews to the Science of Medi- 


cine,” is & well-written summary of results, There is here no attempt to— 


examine anew the original sources—a work which is very much needed. But, as 
it is, Dr, Friedenwald is at no loss for material for his purpose, such as the 
work of Dr, Landau, “Geschichte der Jiidischen Aerzte.” The most interesting 
part of the inquiry concerns the mediwval medical schools, Concerning Salerno 
Dr, Friedenwald writes :— 


The Jews had no small share in establishing the character of this seat of learni 
This school had rather an obscure beginning. Itis claimed that it dates back to the ‘th 
century, but its first definite mention is in 846, and it did not develop into its memorable 


significance till the 11th century. During many centuries it had no rival in Europe, save 


the school of Montpelier, It attracted a large number of students who came from vario 
countries, and, therefore, many languages had to be used in the instruction given. Pontius 
taught in Greek, Abd Alla in Arabic, and Elisha in Hebrew. A compendium of medicine 
was published from this school in 1035, and had as one of its contributors a Jew named 
Copho. Many of the Jewish Bp Acomar who became eminent received their training in 
this school. Among the female physicians who taught at Salerium was one, Rebecca, in 
the 13th century, who published several treatises on medical subjects. 


One could wish that more and exacter particulars were given on this important 
subject.

We Jews are so apt, in a non-individual sense, to depreciate oursely 
so quick to criticise this or that detail of our service, and so ready, some oe 
at least, to welcome a new “hymn” asa substitute foran old Psalm, that it is welt 
see how these things seem in the sight of so cultivated and so sincere a churchman 
as the Very Rev. Donald Macleod.

are in marked contrast to the morbid introspection and selfish pietism with 
which our modern hymns are so unhappily charged.” 

This Christian divine sees in the Psalms what some of the race of the sweet 
singer occasionally fail to do; that they were, in the truest sense. 
national songs, reflecting the heart of a people, consecrating every daily 
interest and instinct with the very spirit of religion, ‘“ Where, within the 
compass of literature,’ says Dr. Macleod, “can there be found anything to 
approach them for exuberance of lofty gladness?’ The way in which a nation’s 
character may be interpreted through its songs Dr, Macleod is keen to perceive 
and generous to acknowledge, and through history he traces the“ holy” place given 
to healthy gladness and to innocent festivity in both the public and private life of 
the Jewish people. “The moral health of the community ” he declares “ would 
be immensely benefited if. we learned some lessons from the Jewish dispensation 

. . . » and studied more sympathetically the methods in which gladness 
might be cultivated and be most worthily expressed.” Our author, of course 
does not stay here ; he sees in the “ Cross” and the “ Passion ” the real, vivifying 
power to “redeem souls,” and he questions “does a Judaism with sympathies 
narrowed to its own people care for the great-world?” We might answer that the 
postulate isan impossible one. That a people whose mission is that “all peoples 
of the earth may know Thy Name as do Thy people Israel” cannot fail to “ care 
for the great world.” Thatahope that is universal and a faith that was given to 
that end, can by no manner of known means have “ sympathies narrowed to its 
own people.” But we prefer to give pause at this kindly and eloquent appre:

No less gratification will be felt at the 
recognition of the excellent work done by that accomplished officer, Major J. 
Leverson, of the Royal Engineers, Manicaland Boundary Commissioner, who 
has been made a Companion of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
Major Leverson is a soldier of the new school, a student as well as a warrior, 
and is eminently fitted, like others of his gallant comrades whom we could 
name, to maintain the standard of militant Israel and Imperial Britain. 
The Companionship of the Order of the Indian Empire has 
been bestowed upon our eminent religions brother in 
faith, Dr. Waldemar Mordecai Haffkine, who is anvther example of the 
wisdom with which the British rule attracts from everywhere the most. useful 
elements of society to serve it, and the generosity with which it rewards aid 
thus obtained from men of widely varying birth and different achievements. 
Dr. Haffkine, a Russian Jew, has performed exemplary work in mitigating 
the scourge of infectious disease suffered by Her Majesty's Indian subjects. 
Thus, a Russian Jew, trained in the schools of European science, saves the 


lives of helpless Hindoos and Mohammedans and is decorated by the beloved 


descendant of William the Conqueror and Alfred the Great. Other honours 
may have been expected by our community, for others among us richly deserve 
It is not, however, merely at the Jubilee that such distinctions are 
conferred, and we do not doubt that it is only a brief delay which will 
intervene before other eminent public services will be fully reeog- 
nised. Nor should we pass over entirely without mention such 
a fact as the elevation of a descendant of Sir Menasseh Lopes to the 
House of Peera, in the person of the distinguished Lord Justice, or the knight- 
hood bestowed upon Dr. Felix Semon, who is generally known as a Jew 
everywhere except in our own community.

| Diamond Jubilee. The Synagogue Services, on Sunday, 

were conducted in a manner thoroughly befitting the auspicious oceasion, 
Without exception there was displayed a general heartiness which no slight hitch 
here or there could mar. In the Provinces the celebrations were as hearty and 
impressive and as well attended as those in the metropolis. A pleasing 
feature of many of the provincial services was the attendance of Christians. 
At Glasgow, for the first time in the history of the community, the 
Corporation was officially represented at a Jewish Service; the Lord 
Provost, almost all the Magistrates and Town Courcillors, in their official 
robes, attending the Service at the Garnethill Synagogue. The Service at 
the Great Synagogue—to which we refer in detail below—did not by any means 
absorb all the loyalty expressed by London Jews with so much fervour. On 
the contrary, local places*of worship exhibited far more A’vona. In the 
venerable sacred edifice in Bevis Marks the Sephardim mustered in sufficient 
force to show that the congregation has yet much vitality by reason of its 
numbers. At the West London Synagogue of British Jews the ladies by 
crowding their galleries repaired any lack of attendance in the body of the 
Synagogue in Berkeley Street. But most pleasing of all was the cireumstance 
that the foreign Jews of the Kast Ind went in their thousands to their 
humble Chevra Synagogues which were thronged. Their managers had the 
good thought to invite students of Jews’ College to deliver addresses in 


English, and it was touching in the extreme to observe the overwhelming 


feeling which welled up in the hearts of these immigrants and found its due 
expression in the shouting forth of the National Anthem. These true repre- 
sentatives of the “Tribe of the wandering foot and weary breast” gave 
an example to the native Jews assembled in more fashionable shrines in 
the West End, how to combine pious devotion to God with enthusiastic 
loyalty to the Throne.

The Service seen such a sight there as was to be witnessed on Sunday.

with carriages; and the pavements were crowded . with 
sightseers, partly Jews, but mostly Christians of the neighbourhood who 
came to watch the arrival, and stayed to watch the departure also, of the 
visitors who attended the special Service of Thanksgiving for the completion 
of the Sixtieth Year of the Queen’s Reign. Tbe inside of the Synagogue 
was an even more remarkable sight than the outside. The building 
was densely packed. The two most conspicuous objects would have 
made Rabbi Solomon Herschell rub his eyes in amazement. One 
was the stand erected for the accommodation of the orchestra and of the 
mixed choir of males and females which played the leading part in the 
Service. The other was the Corporation party, consisting of the Lord Mayor 
and Sheriffs, in their scarlet robes, an Alderman, several Members of the Court 
of Common Council, dressed in their mazarine gowns and carrying white staves; 
the Mace Bearer, the City Marshal, and the Chaplain. The scheme of floral 
decoration was carried out with remarkable taste and effectiveness. The 
service was impressively rendered, although there were signs of imperfect 
rehearsal. The Reader and the orchestra had evidently not quite learnt 
where their respective parts began and ended; and the orchestra at times 
broke in where the Reader clearly did not expect them, and at other times 
left off when the Reader expected them to continue. The various little 
contretemps however could not mar the interest of Sunday’s service. On the 
other hand the regular worshippers had every reason to complain of the 
closing of the Synagogue over the Sabbath. This was inexcusable and 
should have been avoided, especially as the neighbouring place of worship in 


| Great St. Helen’s is at present closed for repairs, The historical instance of 
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the Afternoon Service—which had not been interrupted for 400 years—being 
read at Canterbury Cathedral whilst the roof was actually on fire and the 
building full of smoke was made by the late Lionel Cohen a peg for a 
forcible letter in our columns, teaching a lesson to synagogue authorities not 
unduly to interrupt the continuity of public worship.

with whom Mr. Marks was associated in his earlier years have long since | 


predeceased him. There are very few persons living to bear testimony to his 
<olid but unobtrusive contribution to these results. The facts that we are 
enabled to publish are, therefore, of more than ordinary interest at the present 
time. The very first sermon that Mr. Marks preached on the occasion 
of the opening of the Burton Street Synagogue helped forward the 
Emancipation movement by presenting English Judaism to the British 
public ina more favourable light than it had hitherto been regarded. On 


reading that sermon, the late Bishop of Exeter wrote its author a letter, 


which passed into the hands of Lord Holland, and has since unfortunately 
been lost, in which he stated that it had entirely changed his attitude to the 
Jewish question, and he would no longer oppose the demand for Jewish 
rights. The young minister's abilities as a speaker and writer, and his 
attainments as an elegant English scholar, naturally marked him out as one 
who could be of use to the Jewish cause, so that in spite of the bitter feeling 
manifested towards his Synagogue the orthodox leaders of the community 
were not slow to avail themselves of his services in the Jewish cause. On 
one occasion, when the Oaths’ Bill was being discussed in the Commons, 
there were present Sir Anthony de Rothschild, Sir Moses Montefiore, . Sir 
Isaac Lyon Goldsmid and Mr. Marks. Mr. Newdegate opposed the Bill on 
the ground that, as KMisenmenger had pointed out in his Hntdechtes Judenthum, 
the Jews were in the habit on the Eve of Atonement of absolving themselves 
from their oaths. Lord Palmerston sent Mr. Jarvis, the Solicitor General, 
to the Jewish gentlemen present to enquire what reply should be made to 
that statement. Mr. Marks was referred to, and he at once pointed out that 
on Kisenmenger’s own admission the Aol Nidre did not refer to oaths as 
between man and man. Lord Morpeth made use of this fact in his reply. 
When Lord John Russell entrusted the Oaths’ Bill in’ the Commons 
to Mr. W. Page Wood, afterwards Lord Hatherley, Baron Lionel Rothschild 
sent for Mr. Marks to meet Mr. Wood at New Court and acquaint him with 
the facts of the case from the Jewish point of view. Similarly, when Lord 
Lyndhurst brought his measure into the House of Lords by which the Jewish 
disabilities were finally removed, Mr. Marks spent a great part of the 
previous week with the Lord Chancellor in giving him all the needful 
information on the subject. 


— 


In another direction Mr. Marks made his influence felt— 
upon the Bill which was introduced into Parliament to 
Act. enable Dissenters to legalise their marriages in their own 
places of worship. At the time, the West London 

Synagogue had no such power, owing to the refusal of the Jewish Board of 
Deputies to certify Burton Street as a Jewish congregation. Its members 
had in consequence to submit to the inconvenience of attending, in the first 
instance, at the office of the local Registrar for the performance of the civil 
ceremony, though subsequently arrangements were made for the attendance 
of the Registrar at the synagogue. When Lord Palmerston, the Prime 
Minister, brought a Bill into the House of Commons in 1857 for the relief 
of Dissenters in respect of their marriages, the late John Abel Smith, M.P., 
suggested to Sir Francis Goldsmid that this was an opportunity for intro- 
ducing a clause for the relief of the West London Synagogue Such a clause 
was introduced, and the Dissenters’ Marriages Bill passed its second reading. 
However, through the influence of Sir Moses Montefiore, who was President 
of the Board of Deputies at the time, the clause was taken out in Committee. 
Sir Francis Goldsmid was for giving up the struggle, but Mr. Marks who 
had two personal friends in the House of Lords—the Earl of Harrowby and 
Bishop Wilberforee—interceded with them to get the clause reinserted in the 
Upper Chamber. The Bishop of Wilberforce was immovable, but the Earl of 
Harrowby was induced to comply with Mr. Marks’ request. But the consent 
of Lord Palmerston to the alteration had to be obtained, and Sir Moses 
Montefiore was endeavouring to influence him to oppose it. Lord Palmerston 
convened a conference of Sir Moses, Mr. Sampson Samuel, the Solicitor and 
Secretary of the Board of Deputies, and Mr. Marks at his residence in 
Arlington Street. ‘ What is your objection to Mr. Marks’ synagogue ?” 
asked the Prime Minister of Sir Moses. ‘The reply came that it was not an 
Orthodox congregation, to which Lord Palmerston laughingly rejoined : 
* We cannot preserve Orthodoxy in the Church, I don’t see why you should 
hope to be more successful in the Synagogue. They are a congregation 
who * profess the Jewish religion,’ and, therefore, it seems to me they ought 
not to be excluded.” Thereupon Sir Moses promised Mr. Marks that his 
Board should certify the West London Synagogue if the clause in debate 
were withdrawn. At that time another Reform congregation was in course 
of establishment at Manchester, and Mr. Marks requested a promise that the 
Board of Deputies certification would extend to that congregation also. As 
Sir Moses could give no such undertaking, Mr. Marks persisted that the 
clause must be re-inserted, and Lord Palmerston gave his consent. Hence 
the special Parliamentary recognition which the West London Synagogue 


succeeded in obtaining, independently of the Board of D

There is a common belie 
that, Jewish students naturally take to mathematics or natural science, |p 
England, however, the majority of Jews who go up to Oxford and Cambridy: 
study classics. The cause is, of course, that most of them come from publi 
schools, in which the classical side is still by far the most important; and in 
which it will continue to be the most important so long as the Oxford and 
Cambridge Colleges follow their present practice of allotting more scholarships 
The excessive predominance of classics 
at the older Universities is, from many points of view, a matter for regret. And 
it is, perhaps, the Jewish students who have most cause to regret it. A classical 
training, or the ‘‘ Greats ”’ training at Oxford, specially leads up to journalism, 
the Civil Service, teaching at the Universities, and teaching in schools, The 
first three of these professions count more Jews among their members at the 
present day than ever before. But it is the last-named profession, that of 
master in a public school, that (together with the Church) absorbs the 
greatest number of Oxford and Cambridge men with classical degrees. And 
this profession is the only one, outside the Church, which remains practically 
closed to English Jews. The Head Masters of the great public schools do 
not, and cannot engage, Jewish assistant masters, partly because, by doing 
so, they would run the risk of offending the feelings of Christian parents, and 
partly because the arrangements of most schools are such that grave incon- 
venience would result from the engagement of a master who was unwilling t 
read prayers, or to teach Scripture, to Christian boys in the usual manner.

In a sea-girt industrial centre, like 
this kingdom, it is inevitable that some disaster should now and again happen ; 
a terrible explosion in a mine, a railway collision, a wreck. What can be more 
touching than the tender and graceful words of pity and sympathy which she, 
the veritable mother of lier people, on those sad occasions, addresses to the 
sufferers’? Aye, she knows what it means to endure heart-searing grief, and, 
therefore, she has learnt how to comfort. And thus, in the process of years, 
she won not merely the respect of her people but their affection, their trust 
their whole-hearted devotion. The purity of her Court cleansed and hallowed 
the domestic life of her subjects, and, stimulated by her example they learnt 
and put into practice the golden lesson, that ‘a home of love doth ever make 
a love of home.” And who can adequately gauge the greatness of the debt we 
Jews owe to ourQueen? One of the earliest acts of the youthful Sovereign was to 
bestow the honour of knighthood upon Sir Moses Montefiore WY, The House 
of Commons, the ancient seats of learning, the Judicial Bench, the House of 
Peers, the Government—all alike were jealously closed against the Jew when 
the Queen ascended the Throne; they have in turn eagerly welcomed him. 
Nothing could therefore be more apposite than that an honoured brother-in- 
faith should be the first to welcome Her Majesty as she enters her most loyal 
city on Tuesday next. No section of her subjects, steeped as they are to the lips 
in loyalty, will greet her royal progress with greater enthusiasm, with deeper 
thankfulness, than the Jewish community, pronouncing the significant benedic- 
tion, “ Blessed be He who hath imparted of His glory to flesh and blood,” sayin 

and feeling, ‘ Many daughters have done worthily, but thou excellest them all,” 
How may we best and most appropeistely show forth this profonnd gratitude? 
Our hearts must be lifted up to God. We must beseech Him, that, even as He 
has guided and shielded our ruler from her youth, so He may ee and shield, 
protect and defend her inold age. We must deem it our highest joy and choicest 
privilege to cultivate those virtues which have helped to build this Empire up— 
the fear of God, reverence for the Bible, an earnest sense of righteousness and 
justice, love of truth, indomitable energy, sturdy independence, hatred of 
tyrant wrong, sympathy with the oppressed, so that generation after generation 
may repeat the impassioned eulogy and with respect to England :— 


This royal throne of Kings, this sceptred isle, 
This sabes Eden, demi-paradise ; 

This happy breed of men, this little world ; 

This precious stone set in the silver sea,

But there is one especial duty which you are called upon to fulfil to-day. In 
some quarters it oe inexpedient to fix the Hospital Collection for 
to-day on the ground that the sentiments evoked oj the Diamond Jubilee and 
Hospital Sunday respectively were of an irrelevant and incongruous character, 
and that the ordinary intelligence could not apprehend more than one leading 
motive at a time. From this view I entirely dissent, It seems to me that nothing 
could be more appropriate than to celebrate the Silver Jubilee of the Fund (for 
twenty-five years have now elapsed since its establishment) on the Diamond 
Jubilee of our Queen. And for two weighty reasons. Of the manifold 
marvels which signalise Her Majesty's prolonged reign none is more 
striking and more bemignant than the progress wrought in remedial surgery and 
medicine—a fascinating theme on which I would fain dilate, were it not for the 
exigences of time. ho can gauge the benefits conferred upon mankind by the 
discovery of anesthetics? Time was, when even the most experienced physician 
passed sleepless nights before performing a critical operation. Now, it may be 
gaid that pain, great pain, has been well-nigh entirely abolished, for the surgeon, 
following the example of his Divine Master, before severing a limb, causes a 
deep sleep to fall upon his patient. And how has the whole system of surgery 
been revolutionised by Lord Lister’s antiseptic treatment of wounds! What 
wonderful advances have been made in the knowledge of the nature and causes 
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of the various maladies which afflict mankind? The so-called germ theory of 
disease is no longer a theory, but a body of well-established truths. What 
triumphs have been achieved during the Victorian age in the pp toppetiot 
disease, the maintenance of a higher standard of public health, and the nursin 


of the sick! At the beginning of the reign, waiting on an invali 
was considered an occupation for which anyone was good — enough, 
“Anyone could sit beside a bed and sleep in a chair and administer a 


dose. It was only since the Crimean War, owing no doubt to the inspiring 
example of Florence Nightingale that the discovery was made, that nursing 
like every other profession requires methodical training, both 
theoretical and practical, that it needs the devotion of heart and soul and mind. 
But there is*still another reason, why we should bring our offerings this day with 
open heart and open hand, We know it on the high authority of the Prince of 
Wales that, of the various objects, by which it is proposed to commemorate this 
Jubilee, none are nearer and dearer to the Queen's kind heart, than those calcu- 
lated to mitigate the sufferings of her sick poor. How then could we more 
fitly honour this Anniversary than by collecting an amount which shall reach as 
closely as possible the sum of £100,000 annually needed to meet the deficits of 
the Hospitals of London? I will not weary you with ‘statistics as to the work 
accomplished by our medical charities, But to you who know what sickness is I 
appeal by the sad fellowship of pain. ‘To youwho happily know it not, [ appeal 
by your gratitude to God for the priceless boon of health. This is the first time 
in the history of the Fund that an actual collection will follow close upon the Appeal 
made in ourSynagogues. I therefore hope that none who are here assembled will 
withhold the gift of their hands. I would especially remind my young friends 
of a touching incident in the life of our Queen. When the little Princess Vic- 
toria was seven years old she had set her heart on buying a doll she had seen in 
a shop window. She was about to enter the shop, when a poor miserable 
starveling met her eye. She could not resist the appeal of his sunken eyes and 
emaciated frame, and placed the six bright shillings that were to have purchased 
the coveted doll, in the hands of the hungry beggar, who exclaimed: “ If the 
Almighty made you a Queen it would not be more than your goodness deserves.” 
Your gifts to-day, dear brothers and sisters, will not make you kings or queens, 
but they will give you the consciousness of having obeyed one of the noblest 
instincts of humanity, of having worthily commemorated this Day of Thanks- 
yiving. On Tuesday next, during the royal progress, the word of command will 
ring out again and again, “ Present Arms.’ ‘To-day I entreat and beseech you, 
Present Alms! Present Alms! with no grudging hand to the Metropolitan Hos- 
pital Sunday Fund, in honour of our Sovereign Lady, the Queen. And 
now, my brethren, let our prayers and praise devoutly ascend to Heaven for the 
mercies vouchsafed to the Parone and the Realm during the past three-score 
ears. 

, At the close of the discourse, the Chief Rabbi and Lord Rothschild pro- 
ceeded to the Ark, which his Lordship opened. Dr. ApiLER taking in his arms 
a Sepher, ascended the Almemmar where he offered up the Special Prayer for 
the Deen and the ordinary Prayer for the Royal Family, with the modification 


introduced by him as the result of the correspondence in the Jewish Chronicle, 


According to the Order of Service the Prayer for the Royal Family was to have 
been sung, but the Chief Rabbi preferred that it should be recited by himself 
in the ordinary way. On the Sepher being returned to the Ark, the Choir sang 
Psalm Ixxii, the Stewards meanwhile collecting the donation forms for the 
Alenu was then read and Psalm cl. (Mombach’ssetting), 
was admirably sung; the National Anthem in English equally well rendered 
forming a fitting conclusion to the Service. The Lord Mayor and the Sheriffs 
bared their heads while “God Save the Queen” was sung, and a few prominent 
Jewish gentlemen followed their example, but Lord Rothschild remained 
covered, with his hand at the salute, and his example was followed by the bulk 
of the congregation. The orchestra played the Coronation March from 
Meyerbeer’s “ Le Prophéte,” as the congregation left the building.

heartily acclaimed by a large crowd which assembled outside the synagogue. 

While fully recognising the arduous labours of Mr. Henri de Solla, the 
Musical Director and Conductor, and giving him the utmost credit for some 
very effectively rendered portions of the service, it cannot be said that the 
musical programme, as a whole, was a complete success.

ordinary worshippers at the synagogue, was certainly not justified from the 
wsthetic point of view. |

Treats were provided on Jubilee Day for the inmates of the Beth Holim 
Hospital and of the Almshouses of the congregation. 

At the Hospital in Mile End Road the inmates, whose ages vary from 70 to 97 years, 
provided at the expense of the Committee with a poultry dinner. and a concert and 
refreshments in the evening. At the concert Mr. Moss B. Levy (the Senior Warden) 
presided. Mr. and Mrs. Da Costa, the Master and Matron of this Hospital, were able by 
the kindness of several ladies and gentlemen to provide an excellent programme of music, 
veers extended to nearly midnight when the aged people joined in singing the National 

nthem. 

The entertainment at the Almshouses was on the same scale. The Health of Her 
Majesty was proposed by Mr. MENDOZA, the Superintendent, and all the old people 
joined in singing “ God Save the Queen.”

The service at Berkeley Street was held on Sunday afternoon at half-past

But to no group of the 
Queen's subjects did this moral apply more than to the Jews of Kngland. At 
least one part of the text 1s sonliarly true tothem.

England, which foreign critics miscall insular, has, during the past 60 years,

life needs differentiation to attain its fullest effects ina union of many forces 
in behalf of progress and righteousness. Admitted to the citizenship of such a 
nationality as this, are not the Jews of England anointed with oil of gladness 
above their fellows) The Jews of the Continent regard the position of the 
Jews in England as the most cheering fact in contemporary Jewish life. Yet

have poured out their blood with undying patriotism on many a recent battle- 
teld. The Jews of England are not better than they; they are only more 
fortunate. The Jews of England must make a vast stride forwards before they 
can claim that their unique happiness is the reward of unique merit, before they 
can honestly claim to ba called leaders in Israel. It is their duty to make 
togland a sweet and holy name in the ears of their brethren. ‘Cursed be he,” 
“ays Jeremiah, “ that doeth the work of the Lord negligently.” And what is 
bod's work for’ the Jews of England? To win, by an ideal blending of 
patriotism and Judaism, freedom and tolerance for others; to make their

Never, said the preacher, had there been 
within the memory of our generation, so mighty and so spontaneous a demonstra- 
tion of joy as that which had been preparing for many months past in every 
rtion of the great empire of which we were a part, and would reach its climax 
orty-eight hours hence. This joy had a double root, whose fibres intertwined 
and were not always separable. It was evoked on behalf of an august per- 
sonage, ruler over the hearts of her people by a diviner right than the accident 
of birth. It was evoked also on account of a state of prosperity in the realm 
she had been called to govern that had had few, if any, parallels in the history 
of the world. Their uppermost feelings that day were feelings of fervent 
gratitude to God that they had been privileged to witness that extraordinary 
prolongation of a reign rich in so many a promise from the first, but richer far 
in fulfilment as years have been added to years. Were we unworthily interpret- 
ing this almost unequalled grant of royal power as a distinct token of heavenly 
favour, of favour not more to our beloved Sovereign herself than to the people 
over whom she had been called to rule?) And was it not uttering a prayer 
justified by all our reminiscences of the past and all our hopes for the future, 
to entreat Almighty God still further to prolong her precious life, to grant her 
his choicest blessings, material and spiritual, and to suffer her to reign in wisdom 
and prosperity for a year over the millions of her 
subjects, who, differing from one another in many respects, as 
and 

loyalty to their Queen. Perhaps we did not always  sutliciently consider 
what perils encircle the possessor of a throne. He referred not mere} y to those 
physical perils that dog the steps of royalty everywhere; he was thinking 
rather of the moral dangers that beset the lives of all holding an illustrious 
position like hers. How difficult it was for the voice of truth to find its way to 
the ears of sovereigns ; and when it got there, how changed its tone and how 
disguised its language! How rarely was the boon of friendship enjoyed by 
them, for friendship presupposed some degree of equality, and conferred the 
right, nay imposed the duty to consult the welfare rather than court the favour 


of the object of one’s diem 4 The exercise of power and the habit of 


receiving a well-nigh unbounded deference and homage was an experience 
that tried the characters of the strongest and the best. Never had these 
inevitable drawbacks of greatness been more completely neutralised, never had 
the opportunities of greatness been more wisely and: beneficently turned to 
account than in the case of Victoria the Good. Between the wisdom of the 
Queen and the prosperity of the country there was a close, one might even say a 
causal connection. It was a golden sentence in Plato’s Republic that “the State 
in which the rulers are most reluctant to govern is best and mostly quietly 
Sal eh and the State in which they are most eager to govern is the worst.’ 
‘or illustrations of both these truths we need not look so far back as ancient 
history. As to ourselves, it had been our happy fate to live under a form of 
government which enabled its subjects to enjoy a measure of individual freedom 
that was not exceeded in any Republic on the face of the earth, and with that 
freedom combined, through the monarchical principle strengthened by the 
personal loyalty and the nobility of character of the Sovereign, a stability 
in our institutions, for lack ot which the greatest benefits that flow from liberty 
are often forfeited. Ofcourse, no human instrument could be devised which in 
evil hands could not by one side or the other be made a source of mischief to 
both. But the wisdom of the Queen had rendered such a result impossible on 
her part. She had never placed herself in opposition to the wishes of her people 
when these had been maturely considered and clearly expressed. Yet she had 
been no mere decorative figure-head surmounting the machinery of Govern- 
ment. She had not been content to have the glory without the labours and the 


burdens of sovereignty. Her wide knowledge and ripe judgment had, it was 


said, often been rich in instruction to ministers whose business it was to instruct 
her. She had achieved the unprecedented triumph of reigning for threescore 
years without once sacrificing either her own rights and dignity or those of her 
subjects. Verily we might say, while thinking of the millions whom the political 
sagacity of the Queen and that higher wisdom which is inseparable from good- 
ness, had blessed, ‘“‘ Happy are thy men, happy are thy servants "—that is, happy 
are they who in being hee servants and subjects make no sacrifice of their 
manhood, but rather are confirmed in the possession of it. Well might we add 
also, while recalling the story of her strenuous, loving, blameless life, ‘‘ Blessed 
be the Lord thy God, who delighteth in thee to.set thee and to keep thee on the 
throne of thy people.” Mr. Singer then passed in rapid review the more salient 
features of progress during the Victorian era, dwelling more particularly on the 
happy change in the status of the Jews of the British Empire and on the 
advance in medicine and surgery since Her Majesty's accession, and concluding 
with an appeal for the medical charities of the metropolis. 


BAYSWATER. 


The Jubilee Service at this synagogue was brief and bright. ‘The interior 
of the edifice presented an animated appearance, tasteful-floral decorations being 
visible on both sides of the Ark, and around the pulpit and Wardens’ pew. The 
liturgical portion of the service, rendered by the Rev. 1. Samuel, was fully 
choral, under the leadership of Mr. Algernon Lindo, Choirmaster, assisted 
by Mr. Arthur Friedliinder, who presided at the organ. No little interest was 
lent to the occasion by the unusual presence, in military uniform, of those 
members of the congregation and their sons who belong to Her Majesty's Forces. . 
A band of voluntary Stewards gave their services in connection with the collec- 
tion on behalf of the Hospital Sanday Fund, and the sermon was preached by 
the Rev. HERMANN GoLLANcz, M.A., the minister. He selected as his text, 
“ Happy are thy men, and happy are these thy servants, which stand continuous! 
before thee and hear thy wisdom, Blessed be the Lord thy God, whic 
delighteth in thee to set thee on His throne, to be King for the Lord thy God : 
because thy God loved Israel, to establish them for ever, therefore made He 
thee King over them, to do judgment and justice ” (II. Chronicles 1x., 7,8). In 
the course of his sermon he said: We haveaduty to perform this day, to mingle 
with the voice of a nation and of nations our expression of gratitude to the 
Supreme King of Kings, for His goodness in having suffered our Sovereign to 
attain the celebration of the Diamond Jubilee of her rule—a reign which, for 
general progress, has no parallel in the annals of British History. We have this 
oe to renew our pledges of loyalty to her, with a prayer to Heaven that he 
may aid her even yet in the future in exercising those qualities in public and 
private life which have made her reign so brilliant, and endeared her, through 
respect and love, to the hearts of her people. The hour is too short to trace 
the history of the inner life of our monarch through all the phases of child, 
maiden, wife, mother and queen : we cannot dwell on her domestic joys, nor on 
her domestic sorrows, though each of us cannot help recalling them at the very 
mention of her name: we cannot do justice to her tender sympathy evinced on 
all occasions with the poor and the suffering, we can but lightly touch upon the 
fact that she has lived and lives the wife of a woman as well as that of a queen 
—that hers is a life as well as a reign. But apart from other considerations, 
propitious, indeed, has this reign been to the condition of us Jews. We 
especially, have reason enough this day to make common cause with the citizens 
of this land in rendering thanks for God's goodness in having set over this great 
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Empire one who has never failed to exercise righteousness in all her dealings 
with men. See the wonderful concessions that have been made to the Jew since 
the year 1837. It was a significant fact that the Sheriff in the year of the Queen : 
Accession was a Jew, and that the Lord Mayor in the year of her ee 
Jubilee is also a Jew. During that interval, the civil disabilities of the Jew have 
been removed, Jews have taken their seats in Parliament ; Jews have been 
rmitted to take their degrees at Universities, where they soon gained ig 
istinctions. Jews have become famous at the Bar and on the Bench, even to 
become Master of the Rolls; Jewish Knights and Jewish Lord Mayors have 
become familiar terms; a Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade ne 
accomplished fact, and, glorious to tell, we have the boldest testimony to e 
liberal spirit of the age, of the Sovereign and her advisers, and of the country 
itself in the fact that in the person of Lord Rothschild and others, conforming 
Jews have become Peers of the Realm of Great Britain and Ireland. With war 
concessions to our people, the prosperity of the British nation has gets ee 
the spirit which prompted them has been doubly blessed, blessing not only the 
people that has received, but also the ea that has given. Let us, by our 
every act, show that we appreciate to the full the blessings we enjoy under suc 
a iovernment and under Victoria's rule ; and when, at the close of this service, 
we invoke God's blessing upon the Royal Lady of this realm, let there be in 
your hearts a meaning, a prayer, a gratitude deeply felt when you utter the 
words: “God-Save our _ The reverend preacher then offered

ST. JOHN'S WOOD. 


The service at St. John’s Wood was held at noon, and was attended by a 
very large congregation. The ark was decorated with flowers, and the musical 
portion of the service left nothing to be desired. The excellent choir of the syna- 
gogue was supplemented by an orchestra of string instruments with organ accom- 
paniment under the able direction of Mr. H. Wasserzug, the choir master. The 
service was conducted by the Rev. H. L. Price. The service throughout was 
the one arranged by the Chief Rabbi, with the addition of the 150th Psalm. 

The Rev. B, Bert.tner preached from the text Isaiah ch. xliv. 23, and said 
that from the accession of the beloved Queen Victoria up to the present day 
there had been a continuous growth of loyalty, love and devotion to the 
Throne ; the longer the reign, the deeper the sentiment. Is this simply 

vatriotism, for it is our duty to enunciate clearly the importance of giving a 
firm and loyal support to the reigning power? In this instance it is really the 
heart of the people which speaks and not only their mind. The nation feels 
grateful for the far-reaching and widespread blessings, which are felt, in some 
form or other, by the poorest of the poor as well as by the richest of the rich. 
The nation is, therefore, united in heart and soul to celebrate joyfully this 60th 
Anniversary of the Queen’s accession to the Throne. The preacher then made 
mention of the manifold marks of progress visible in this reign, and concluded 
his address with an appeal on behalf of the hospitals. 

The Special Prayer was recited in Hebrew, and the Prayer for the Queen 
and Royal Family in English by the Rev. B. Berliner. 

At the close of the service the National Anthem was sung in Hebrew, the 
second verse being splendidly rendered as a solo by one of the boys of the choir, 
Hyman Herman, who is a pupil of the Guildhall School of Music, and is 
devoting himself to a musical career. Herr Griinebaum, of the Frankfort Con- 
servatoire, presided at the organ. The musical details of the service were as 
follows: Voluntary, orchestra, “ Largo” (Handel); Psalm xxi. (choir and 
orchestra) arranged by Mr. Wasserzug ; Psalm Ixvi. by Lewandowski; Halle- 
lujah by Naumbourg ; concluding with the March from“ Athalie ” (Mendelssohn) 
by the orchestra.

Bless thy servant into whose hands is placed 
the sacred charge this day of laying, at the side of the Holy place, the foundation stone of 
what will be to ita holy of holies. Bless those who have worked with him so earnestly 
and so capably in the good work of this congregation. Grant that the love for this 
Synagogue may never grow less; the interest never grow dim; the work never go back ; 
but that all that we do and feel and strive after, our children may feel and carry farther. 
Grant thy protecting hand to the men whose labour will erect this building on the spot

On behalf of the Board of Management, Mr. S. Moses, Junior Warden, then 
resented Mr, Frank Lyons with a handsome silver trowel bearing the inscrip- 
ion : “ Presented to Mr. Frank I. Lyons, Warden of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
on his laying the foundation stone of the Hampstead Synagogue Classrooms— 
June 20th, 1897-—Sivan 20th, 5657,” Mr. Moses said that it had been his privilege to 
have been intimately associated with Hampstead matters for more than seven years 
_ and therefore, perhaps, he was better qualified than many to bear witness to 
he great enthusiasm with which Mr. Frank Lyons had devoted himself to the 
work of the Hampstead Synagogue, the ability with which he had governed its 
affairs, and the valuable service he had rendered it from its earliest days, And 
his long connection with the Hampstead Synagogue also enabled him to testify 
from actual personal knowledge to the respect and admiration, even the deep 
affection, in which Mr, Lyons was held by all his colleagues on the Board of 
Management. It was now eight years since the first steps were taken to erect 
the synagogue, and since then Mr. Lyons had served near! every office connected 
with the congregation. None had more zealously st for, and watched over 
the progress of the Religion Classes than Mr. Frank Lyons. ‘That da 7, which 
would always be memorable in the history of England, would ot Bad be 
memorable in the local history of the Hampstead Synagogue as one on which the 
foundation was laid for new Religion Class-rooms.

At the invitation of the Wardens, the Rev. L. CANTER, formerly minister 
of the synagogue, preached a sermon, taking his text from the 2Ist Psalm. 
He remarked: We are this day engaged in a religious commemoration of the 
accession of Her Majesty Queen Victoria to the throne of these realms, Sixty 
ears have elapsed since she succeeded to the throne of her ancestors, and we 
eave assembled here with one heart and for one purpose, to return thanks to 
Almighty God for the mercies He has been pleased to vouchsafe unto us, and 
for the blestin s with which our country has been favoured, during this long and 
eventful oad: We Israelites, in common with our fellow-countrymen, have 


felt this sentiment, and with one unanimous voice agreed to com- 
memorate this day. And the occasion is truly memorable. We are 
putting a gieat historical landmark in the centuries, to commemo- 


rate the day on which an English Sovereign has completed more years 
of sovereignty than fell to any of her predecessors. 'To-day’s ceremony, then, 1s 
a fitting one, and no effort should be spared to make sure that it will lack no 
element of solemnity and grandeur that can be conferred upon it. Observing 
that loyalty to the throne was a theme on which the preacher might well dis- 
course, he said : Every good Israelite is necessarily a loyal man, and he is proud 
to see that his acts of fidelity to his Sovereign are widely known and appreciated. 
Her Majesty's Jewish subjects, who yield to none in the strength of their loyalty, 


ie with their fellow-countrymen in their feeling of thankfulness that she has — 


en preserved to this day. Perhaps the feeling is intensified in their 
hearts. They have but to contrast their favoured lot with the 
misery endured by their brethren in foreign lands, to be conscious 
of astill stronger love for the country in which they dwell, and for the Queen 
who rules over it. And that love is further deepened by the recollection of 
the improvement that has been effected in the lot of the Jews of England, 
since Her Majesty's accession to the throne.

The minister, the Rev. Jutius A. GOULDSTEIN, delivered a suitable address. 
He said: “This day the nation, on land and sea, far and near, feels its heart 
throb and thrill with gladness and gratitude. We Jews, the grateful citizens of 
this glorious kingdom and the loyal subjects of this mighty empire assemble— 
as becomes true patriots—to do honour to our beloved ruler and to thank the 
Ruler of all rulers for the countless benefits and rich gains that have blessed 
the long reign of good Victoria. There is not much need of a Scripture 
text to-day to enforce the subject of the discourse; all are moved by the one 
same thought, identical notes are struck in all our hearts, the sweet sounds 
evoked produce a harmony unheard within the memory of man, a unison rarely 
witnessed among such a variety of races and faces as own allegiance to our 
beloved Queen. It is a happy sight, and one fraught with results that will live 
beyond to-day, to see the congregations beneath the. British flag sending up 
praise and prayer to the Heavenly Throne for a throne we respect on earth 
praise and prayer in the hearts purest language of deepest gratitude an 
choicest admiration for sovereign virtues. ‘ Length of days is in her right hand 
and in her left honour and riches, Her ways are ways of pleasantness, and all 
her paths are peace. The sages of the Talmud—the shrewd observers of cause 
and effect—have a simple specific for the attainment of old age, and it is simply 
—goodness. ‘The virtues of our illustrious Sovereign are too conspicuous to 
require the pen of panegyric to record them, and her ond reign illustrates them.

In particular the art of nursing and healing 
has sprung from height to height under the spur and stimulus of our noble 
(Jueen-Empress, and so life has become brighter and calmer, more healthy and 
more hopeful.” Making then a forcible appeal on behalf of the hospitals, Mr. 
Gouldston added : “ Let us, then, in this commemoration year, remember this, 
and determine to co-operate more loyally with the wise and benevolent men 
who constitute the Hospital Sunday Fund, the fund for stemming the tide of 
suffering and sickness, for the alleviation of the ills flesh is heir to, and for the 
care, comfort, and cure of afflicted men and women, children and babes.

The service at Dalston Synagogue was of a simple eharacter, ‘The after- 
noon prayers were recited by the Rev. J. Lesser, and all the choral portions of 
the service were rendered by the children attending the Hebrew Classes, under 
the conductorship of Mr. Isidore Jacobs, The Rev. M. HyAmson, in his ser- 
mon, dwelt on the phenomenal growth of the British Empire in extent, popu- 
lation, and wealth, and on the marvellous progress, political, social, and religious 
achieved during this reign. England’s expansion had not involved a loss o 
strength, Never was the Empire more for defending its 
just rights, and for repelling unjust agggressions. ever were England's 
colonies more devoted to the mother country than they were at the present yer 
The splendid heritage lost a century ago by harsh and unwise step-motherly 
legislation and administration was more than made up under Victoria's benign- 
antsway. Heart speaks to heart, and hand clasps hand across the seas. Hach 
colony feels that “she is a daughter in her mother's house, a mistress in her own,” 
The secret of England’s greatness is an open one. Our government realises the 
prophet’s ideal : “ A righteous power ruling in the fear of God.” .The source of 
Kngland’s strength is the purity of her administration, her strict equity, her 
even-handed justice, which extorts the unwilling respect and admiration of the 

whole world, This explains England’s success as a colonising power, and the 
phenomenal assemblage in the metropolis of the representatives of all 
all nationalities, creeds and races to do honour to the august head of this realm, 
and to offer thanksgiving that they share in the supreme blessings of British 
justice and civilisation, The Jews have adouble cause for gratitude. While 
all nations have pronounced upon Israel the undeserved doom, “ A wanderer and — 
a vagabond thou shalt be on the earth,” England’s hospitable shores have ex- 
tended a welcome to the fugitive. Albion's white cliffs have been the rock of 
refuge where the weary exile found rest. But while 60 years ago the Jew was 
tolerated as an alien, he has entered into possession of his full heritage as a 
citizen of the Empire, That most exclusive chamber the House of Lords, has 
its Jewish representatives. The history of English jurisprudence in the Vic- 
torian era would be incomplete if it omitted the name of the illustrious legal 
luminary, ripe in wisdom and experience, Sir age Jessel, It isa happy 
augury that the Chief Magistrate of the metropolis, who will do homage to the 
(Jueen on behalf of the mother city of the Empire, is a member of our race and 
religion. Much of the progress of this reign is due to the noble character of the 
present occupant of the throne. Of Victoria one ay ny that that she is a 
‘good and righteous woman, ruling in the fear of God.” She has not abused 
her position by self-aggraudisement. She has not been a mere figure-head or 
puppet on the throne. Realising the responsibilities of her exalted office her 
subjects have enjoyed the hberties of the freest Republic, combined with the 
solid security and stability of a firmly-established monarchy. Expediency has 
had no place in the Empress-Queen’s dictionary. Principle has been throughout 


| her guiding star. While many Sovereigns have done valiantly in war, she has 
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Empire one who has never failed to exercise righteousness in all her dealings 
with men. See the wonderful concessions that have been made to the Jew since 
the year 1837, It was a significant fact that the Sheriff in the year of the Queen s 
Accession was a Jew, and that the Lord Mayor in the year of her Diamon 
Jubilee is also a Jew. During that interval, the civil disabilities of the Jew have 
been removed, Jews have taken their seats in Parliament; Jews have aoe 
rmitted to take their degrees at Universities, where they soon gained hig 
istinctions, Jews have become famous at the Bar and on the Bench, even to 
become Master of the Rolls; Jewish Knights and Jewish Lord Mayors have 
become familiar terms; a Parliamentary Secretary to the Board of Trade is _ 
accomplished fact, and, glorious to tell, we have the boldest testimony to the 
liberal spirit of the age, of the Sovereign and her advisers, and of the country 
itself in the fact that in the person of Lord Rothschild and others, conforming 
Jews have become Peers of the Realm of Great Britain and Ireland. With oe 
concessions fo our people, the prosperity of the British nation hes, norease® 
the spirit which prompted them has been doubly blessed, blessing not. only the 
people that has received, but also the people that has given. Let us, by our 
every act, show that we appreciate to the full the blessings we enjoy under suc 
a Government and under Victoria’s rule ; and when, at the close of this service, 
we invoke God's blessing upon the Royal Lady of this realm, let there be in 
your hearts a meaning, a prayer, a gratitude deeply felt when you utter the 
words : “God Save our Gracious Queen.” The reverend preacher then offered 
up the Special Prayer in English, and having opened the Ark, the prayer was 
repeated in Hebrew, the Prayer for the Royal Family was intoned by the Reader 
and the whole service ended with “ God Save the Queen” in Hebrew, in which 
the whole congregation joined with one heart. 


ST. JOHN’S WOOD. 


The service at St. John’s Wood was held at noon, and was attended by a 
very large congregation. The ark was decorated with flowers, and the musical 
portion of the service left nothing to be desired. The excellent choir of the syna- 
gogue was supplemented by an orchestra of string instruments with organ accom- 
paniment under the able direction of Mr. H. Wasserzug, the choir master. The 
service was conducted by the Rev. H. lL. Price. The service throughout was 
the one arranged by the Chief Rabbi, with the addition of the 150th Psalm. 

The Rev. B. BERLINER preached from the text Isaiah ch. xliv. 23, and said 
that from the accession of the beloved Queen Victoria up to the present day 
there had been a continuous growth of loyalty, love and devotion to the 
Throne ; the longer the reign, the deeper the sentiment. Is this simply 

atriotism, for it is our duty to enunciate clearly the importance of giving a 
rm and loyal support to the reigning power? In this instance it is really the 
heart of the people which speaks and not only their mind. The nation feels 
yrateful for the far-reaching and widespread blessings, which are felt, in some 
form or other, by the poorest of the poor as well as by the richest of the rich. 


' The nation is, therefore, united in heart and soul to celebrate joyfully this 60th 


Anniversary of the Queen’s accession to the Throne. The preacher then made 
mention of the manifold marks of progress visible in this reign, and concluded 
his address with an appeal on behalf-of the hospitals. 

The Special Prayer was recited in Hebrew, and the Prayer for the Queen 
and Royal Family in English by the Rev. B. Berliner. 

At the close of the service the National Anthem was sung in Hebrew, the 
second verse being splendidly rendered as a solo by one of the boys of the choir, 
Hyman Herman, who is a pupil of the Guildhall School of Music, and is 
devoting himself to a musical career. Herr Griinebaum, of the Frankfort Con- 
servatoire, presided at the organ. The musical details of the service were as

HAMPSTEAD. 


The Thanksgiving Service at the Hampstead Synagogue was preceded by 
the ceremony of laying the foundation stone of the new Religion Class-room, A 
large number of ladies and gentlemen assembled to witness the ceremony in a 
tent that was erected on the site of the proposed new building adjoining the 
synagogue. ‘The stone was laid by Mr. Frank I. Lyons, President of the congre- 
gation. The Rev. S. MANNE recited Psalm c., 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN offered up the following Prayer :— | 


Almighty Father! We ask thy blessing, on this day of praise, upon the work of our 
hands and the impulse of our hearts as we are gathered together in solemn presen to 
ace upon the House of Prayer erected to thy glory, the crown of its reality and utility. 
Hore our sons and daughters will assemble in the days of their youth and in the pride of 
their hope to learn thy precepts and to love thy law. Grant that their young hearts may 
be turned towards thee. Grant that the sweetness and purity of youth may pass into the 
strength of maturity and that, from this place, they may go forth equipped to live their 
lives according to thy will, as men and women, as Jews and Jewesses. ere we lay the 
foundation, do thou bless the work. May our children here learn to love the Lord their 
God with all their hearts, with all their souls and with all their might. Endow those 
that teach them with a spiritof wisdom and understanding that they may inscribe upon 
the young hearts that lie open before them, an abiding lesson of pride in our glorious past 
and faith in the glory of our future mission, Bless thy servant into whose hands is placed 
the sacred charge this day of laying, at the side of the Holy place, the foundation stone of 
what will be to ita holy of holies. Bless those who have worked with him so earnestly 
and so capably in the good work of this congregation. Grant that the love for this 
Synagogue may never grow less; the interest never grow dim; the work never go back ; 
but that all that we do and feel and strive after, our children may feel and carry farther. 
Grant thy protecting hand to the men whose labour will erect this building on the spot 
where now we stand. Grant that it may be completed without injury to life or limb and, 
in all that is here attempted and in Thy name, “ Let the beauty of the Lord our God be 


upon us and establish thou the work of our hands upon us, yea the work of our hands 
establish thou it.” 


On behalf of the Board of Management, Mr. 8. Moses, Junior Warden, then 
resented Mr, Frank Lyons with a handsome silver trowel bearing the inscrip- 
ion : “ Presented to Mr, Frank I. Lyons, Warden of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
on his laying the foundation stone of the Hampstead Synagogue Classrooms— 
June 20th, 1897—Sivan 20th, 5657,” Mr. Moses said that it had been his privilege to 
have been intimately associated with Hampstead matters for more than seven years 
pee and therefore, perhaps, he was better qualified than many to bear witness to 
he great enthusiasm with which Mr. Frank Lyons had devoted himself to the 
work of the Hampstead Synagogue, the ability with which he had governed its 
affairs, and the valuable service he had rendered it from its earlies days. And 
his long connection with the Hampstead Synagogue also enabled him to testify 
from actual personal knowledge to the respect and admiration, even the deep 
affection, in which Mr, Lyons was held by all his colleagues on the Board of 
Management. It was now eight years since the first steps were taken to erect 
the synagogue, and since then Mr. Lyons had served near! every office connected 
with the congregation. None had more zealously worked for, and watched over 
the progress of the Religion Classes than Mr. Frank Lyons. That day, which 
would always be memorable in the history of England, would A be 
memorable in the local history of the Hampstead Synagogue as one on which the 
foundation was laid for new Religion Class-rooms, 


Mr, Frank I. Lyons in acknowledging the gift, also thanked the Board f 
a handsome bouquet that had been presented to his wife. He disclaimed the 
credit that had been attributed to him for bringing about the advancement of 
Hampstead congregational affairs since the synagogue was established. He had

ceremony. 

The company then proceeded to the Synagogue for the Special Jubilee 
Thanksgiving Service. There was a large congregation, but there was a better 
attendance in the ladies’ galleries than in the body of the synagogue, The 
decoration of the synagogue had been entrusted to Mrs. Green, who had 
arranged a drapery of red-white-and-blue festoons around the gallery and draped 
the Ark and the pulpit with the Union Jack and other ensigns. The floral 
decorations were a handsome bank of red, white, and blue flowers and a profusion 
of palms and ferns. The instrumental portion of the service was rendered by ay 
orchestra composed of members of the congregation and their friends, Mr.(’ 
Mawson-Marks presided at the organ, and Mr. L. Freeman, choirmaster of the 
synagogue, conducted. The orchestra played Handel’s Largo as a prelude to 
the service, which commenced with Sir Ro ert Stuart’s Jubilee anthem, “ The 
King Shall Rejoice,” the solo parts being rendered by the Rev. S. Manne and 
Miss Lena Pulvermacher. The usual Afternoon Service was then read, and was 
followed by the 61st Psalm, sung by the choir accompanied by the full orchestra 
ts beautiful music for this Psalm was composed for the occasion by Mr.

The Rev. A, A.- GREEN, for his sermon, took as his text 1 Samuel xii, ’ 
“And now I am oldand grey-headed, and my sons are with you, and I have 
walked before you from my youth up to this day.”

Sixty 
ears have elapsed since she succeeded to the throne of her ancestors, and we 

aah assembled here with one heart and for one purpose, to return thanks to 
Almighty God for the mercies He has been pleased to vouchsafe unto us, and 
for the pleat s with which our country has been favoured, during this long and 
eventful period. ’ We Israelites, in common with our fellow-countrymen, have 
felt this sentiment, and with one unanimous voice agreed to com- 
memorate this day. And the occasion is truly memorable. We are 
putting a gieat historical landmark in the centuries, to commemo- 
rate the day on which an English Sovereign has completed more years 
of sovereignty than fell to any of her predecessors. To-day’s ceremony, then, 1s 
a fitting one, and no effort should be spared to make sure that it will lack no 


element of solemnity and grandeur that can be conferred upon it. Observing | 


that loyalty to the throne was a theme on which the preacher might well dis- 
course, he said : Every good Israelite is necessarily a loyal man, and he is proud 
to see that his acts of fidelity to his Sovereign are widely known and appreciated. 
Her Majesty's Jewish subjects, who yield to none in the strength of their loyalty, 
hee with their fellow-countrymen in their feeling of thankfulness that she has 
een preserved to this day. Perhaps the feeling is intensified in their 
hearts, They have but to contrast their favoured lot with the 
misery endured by their brethren in foreign lands, to be conscious 
of astill stronger love for the country in which they dwell, and for the Queen 
who rules over it. And that love is further deepened by the recollection of 
the improvement that has been effected in the lot of the Jews of England, 
since Her Majesty's accession to the throne.

There is not much need of a Scripture 
text to-day to enforce the subject of the discourse; all are moved by the one 
same thought, identical notes are struck in all our hearts, the sweet sounds 
evoked produce a harmony unheard within the memory of man, a unison rarely 
witnessed among such a variety of races and faces as own allegiance to our 
beloved Queen. It is a happy sight, and one fraught with results that will live 
beyond to-day, to see the congregations beneath the British flag sending up 
praise and prayer to the Heavenly Throne for a throne we respect on earth 
praise and prayer in the hearts purest language of deepest gratitude an 
choicest admiration for sovereign virtues. ‘Length of days is in her right hand 
and in her left honour and riches. Her ways are ways of pleasantness, and all 
her paths are peace.

The service at Dalston Synagogue was of a simple eharacter, ‘The after- 
noon prayers were recited by the Rev. J. Lesser, and all the choral portions of 
the service were rendered by the children attending the Hebrew Classes, under 
the conductorship of Mr. Isidore Jacobs, The Rev. M. HyAmson, in his ser- 
mon, dwelt on the phenomenal growth of the British Empire in extent, popu- 
lation, and wealth, and on the marvellous progress, political, social, and religious 
achieved during this reign. Kngland’s expansion had not involved a loss o 
strength, Never was the Empire more efliciently equipped for defending its 
just rights, and for repelling unjust agggressions, ever were England's 
colonies more devoted to the mother country than they were at the present aay 
The splendid heritage lost a century ago by harsh and unwise step-motherly 
legislation and administration was more than made up under Victoria's benign- 
ant sway. Heart speaks to heart, and hand clasps hand across the seas, Hach 
colony feels that “ she is a daughter in her mother's house, a mistress in her own.” 
The secret of England’s greatness is an open one, Our government realises the 
prophet’s ideal : “A righteous power ruling in the fear of God.” The source of 
England’s strength is the purity of her administration, her strict equity, her 
even-handed justice, which extorts the unwilling respect and admiration of the 
whole world. This explains England's success as a colonising power, and the 
phenomenal assemblage in the metropolis of the representatives of all 
all nationalities, creeds and races to do honour to the august head of this realm, 
and to offer thanksgiving that they share in the supreme blessings of British 
justice and civilisation, The Jews have a double cause for gratitude. While 
all nations have pronounced upon Israel the undeserved doom, “ A wanderer and 
a vagabond thou shalt be on the earth,” England’s hospitable shores have ex- 
tended a welcome to the fugitive. Albion’s white cliffs have been the rock of 
refuge where the weary exile found rest. But while 60 years ago the Jew was 
tolerated as an alien, he has entered into possession of his full heritage as a 
citizen of the Empire. That most exclusive chamber the House of Lords, has 
its Jewish representatives. The history of English jurisprudence in the Vic- 
torian era would be incomplete if it omitted the name of the illustrious legal 
luminary, ripe in wisdom and experience, Sir George Jessel. It is a happy 
augury that the Chief Magistrate of the metropolis, who will do homage to the 
Queen on behalf of the mother city of the Empire, is a member of our race and 
religion. Much of the progress of this reign is due to the noble character of the 
present occupant of the throne. Of Victoria one ma wi‘ that that she is a 

‘good and righteous woman, ruling in the fear of God.” She has not abused 
her position by self-aggrandisement, She has not been a mere figure-head or 
puppet on the throne. Realising the responsibilities of her exalted office her 
subjects have enjoyed the liberties of the freest Republic, combined with the 
solid security and stability of a firmly-established monarc y: Expediency has 
had no place in the Empress-Queen’s dictionary. Principle has been throughout 


| her guiding star, While many Sovereigns have done valiantly in war, she has

The service, which was conducted by the Rev. J. F. Stern and the Rev. M. 
Hast, commenced with the 2Ist Psalm, sung by a very good choir of male and 
female voices, under the direction of Mr. Henry Weinstein. Mons. Pointin of 
the People’s Palace presided at the organ, which was lent for the service by 
by Mr. Nelson Samuel. The Afternoon Service was then read by the Rev. 
J. F. Stern, who afterwards delivered a sermon. | 

The Rev. J. F. Stern took for his text, Psalm cxxvi., 2 and3: “ Then was 
our mouth filled with laughter, and our tongue with singing: then said they 
among the nations. the Lord hath done great things for them. The Lord hath, 
indeed, done great things for us, whereof we are glad.” Mr. Stern said that 
above everything else, the present Jubilee would be hailed as an expression of 


the personal respect and affection in which the Queen is held by her many 


millions of subjects. For never was sovereign who had endeared herself to her 
subjects closer than Queen Victoria. Never was Sovereign who was so deeply 
impressed with the responsibilities of power and who so truly held her 
Sovereignty a sacred trust for the benefit of the people under her 
rule. “It gives me great satisfaction,” said the Queen ten years ago, 
at the opening of the People’s Palace, “to open this fine building 
for the benefit of the people of East London, whose lives of unceasing 
but honourable toil will be cheered by the various oY aaah of rational an 
instructive entertainment here afforded to them. My beloved husband would 
have viewed with infinite pleasure such efforts to meet the wants and add to the 
pleasures of this busy population.” Words like these breathe a genuine spirit 
of kindly interest and warm-hearted affection, and such messages of sympathy 
and love, coming as they have from the heart of the Queen, have gone to the 
heart of her people, and this week she has the reward she must prize beyond all 
else, the spontaneous expression of her people’s enthusiasm, the universal 
manifestation of her people's love. It is this love that has been such a potent 
influence for good during the Queen's glorious reign. It is this love that unites 
Britain's sons and daughters all the world over as the members of one family. 
[t is this love which is so deeply felt and so eloquently expressed in myriads of 
deeds of love and charity, that is our greatest pride and glory on this 
day of joy and thanksgiving. The preacher concluded with an appeal for con- 
tributions to the Hospital Sunday Fund. 

The Special Prayer was recited by the Rev. M. Hast, and the Prayer for 
the Queen and Royal Family was offered up in English by the Rev. J. F. Stern. 

The service concluded with the National Anthem, which was sung by the

England has ka 
that what we Jews have always asked for is not to eration, we will not be 
tolerated, as one tolerates something objectionable ; we have always demanded 
justice, demanded recognition as loyal citizens and patriots. We are thankful 
not for securing what, after all, were our just: rights, but grateful to God that 
the eyes of men have been opened to right conduct, and that now we Jews can 
stand side by side with our fellow-countrymen and celebrate the reign of Her 
Majesty with sincere rejoicing, springing from contented hearts, It might be 
said that the political and social condition of our coreligionists at the present 
moment in the British Empire is better than at any previous period of the exile 
even including the golden age of the Jews in Spain. Our internal organisations 
have made great strides, and we have proved ourselves worthy of the freedom 
granted to us. In all this the wondrous and the more powerful because unseen 
influence of Her Majesty must not be forgotten. The Queen, by her example 
as true wife and mother, by her sympathy, by her infinite tact and ability that 
have ennobled the name of constitutional monarch, has won all hearts and made 
Englishmen venerate her as much in her personal capacity as in her roval 
station.

The 
question will be asked, Is the connection between the two simply one of 
synchrony, simply an accident of time, or is there also a connection in the way of 
cause ind cited ? Or, to put the question differently, Suppose another Sovereign 
or other Sovereigns had occupied the throne for these 60 years, would the 
progress have been the same ?, Or may we declare that the ‘usteioue lady to 
whom we owe our homage has been a power under Divine Providence in 
furthering, stimulating, and directing this progress? It is a maxim in con- 
stitutional countries like ours that the Sovereign reigns but does not rule. 
Nevertheless he would be very short-sighted and shallow-minded who did not see 
and understand that a Sovereign wields an immense influence and is a great 
power for good or for evil. The Sovereign directs the Court, the Court shapes the 
gentry, the gentry affects the citizens. A Sovereign affects enormously the 
habits of thought and conduct of the nation, from the highest classes down to 
the lowest. What is the influence our Queen has exerted during her long reign? 
She has been a great Queen and a good woman. With fine effeet our Chief 
Rabbi, in the prayer for this occasion composed by him, applies Isaiah's touching 
words descriptive of God’s love for Isracl: ‘fn all their afflictions He was 
afHicted.’ In the sorrows of her people she, our Queen, had sorrow. Not she a 
Sovereign to shut out the cry of anguish so that the palace might remain the 
abode of luxury and pleasure. In times of war, or scarcity, or epidemic disease 
she shared the anxiety of her people and spake strong hopeful words of 
encouragement. The spirit of mutual respect and sympathy and affection fusin 
all classes together has saved our country from the organic revolutions which 
have convulsed other countries, and so has sontibuted largely to the material 

rrosperity which has marked the Queen’s reign, And one final consideration, 
it is the same beneficent spirit which has helped to cast down the barriers of 
disability that closed around us like the walls of a Ghetto, When the Queen 
came to the throne the struggle for full freedom had alroauy commenced, and 
some progress had been made. Still, not until eight years after her accession 
could a Jew be an alderman, and only when she had reigned 21 years did the 

eers consent to the Bill permitting a Jew to sit in the House of Commons, 

‘ow there are 3 Jewish peers, 5 Joeias baronets, 11 Jewish knights, 7 Jewish 
members of Parliament, 2 Jewish officers in the Royal Navy, 25 Jewish officers 
in the Army, 39 Jewish officers in the Volunteers, 5 Jewish officers in the 
Yeomanry, 8 Jewish officers in the Militia, and in the Colonies they hold the 
highest offices.’ The Queen regards her Jewish subjects with just the same 
feelings as those with which she regards her other subjects, Her children 
honour members of our race and faith with their warm and intimate friendship, 
Social prejudice now lingers only among the ignorant and uncultured, and that 
is vanishing. And in this way, too, our Queen has contributed to the material 


progress of the nation, for by promoting the kindly and honourable consideration - 


of her Jewish subjects she has encouraged and stimulated the energy, industry 
and patriotism of a not insignificant fraction of her people. A noble an 
majestic woman, our Queen sits on the throne of a great nation, raised high in 
splendour and power, raised yet higher in love and veneration won by her 
wisdom, her virtue, her womanly grace, her boundless sympathy and affection, 
May the God of Israel, her God and our God, hold her in His keeping! May 
He prolong her days! May He preserve her illustrious son and his son and her 
remote posterity to follow her in her dignity, and to emulate her in her virtues 
and her labours, royally and loyally to help in making this England of ours 
the home of a united, a contented, a religious, and a happy people. 


BRADFORD. 


At the Synagogue of British and Foreign Jews, the special service, beside 
the usual Hebrew prayers and responses, was mostly in Knglish ; among other 
hymns it included a special Jubilee hymn, sung by the congregation and led 
by the choir, under the conductorship of Mr. Penningroth, the organist, The 
Rev. Dr. Strauss, the Rabbi of the congregation delivered a sermon, taking his 
text from Proverbs xx, 2, “ Loving kindness and truth preserve the King, and 
by loving kindness He upholdeth His Throne.’ The preacher remarked that 
a Constitutional Monarchy, such as England offered, was the best of the 
existing forms of Government. A great singer of old sang, “ Not good is the 
rule of many, one King shall there be.’ This was confirmed by Holy Scriptures, 
The profound Grecian thinker’s proposition that a philosopher should sit upon 
the throne was not as good and practical as that of Scripture, according to 
which the sceptre of righteousness could only be swayed by a king endowed 
with a high moral sense, The two qualifications which the text demanded of a 
king, loving kindness and truth, were fully represented in the Queen of this 
country in her three capacities as wife, mother and Queen,—The children 
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attending the religious classes in connection with this synagogue reccived the 
Mayor of Bradford's Jubilee commemoration medals after the close of the 
service. The Rev. Dr. Strauss distributed the medals. 


The orthodox congregation of this town held the Jubilee Service in their 
Synagogue in Houghton Place. By the kindness of Mr. D, Lubelski, the Presi- 
dent of the Leeds (Belgrave Street) Congregation, the services were conducted 
by the Rev. 8. Diamond, assisted by his fine choir. A sermon was preached by 
the Rev. M. Arranamws, B.A. of Leeds. The crowded attendance included 
many Christians and members of the “ Reform ” Synagogue, all of whom were 
unanimous in their high appreciation of the service. 


| BRIGHTON. 

For the Thanksgiving Service on Sunday the handsome synagogue 1n 
Middle Street was beautifully decorated. There was a crowded congregation. 
lor the first time ladies sang in the choir, and a lady, Miss Lizzie Jacobs, also 
presided at the harmonium. The service was conducted by the Rev. A. C. 
Jacobs, and was largely rendered in English. Mr. J acons preached a sermon, 
taking as his text: “And if thou wilt walk in My ways and eae My statutes and 
My commandments, then will I lengthen thy days.” Never, he said, had there 
been in the annals of this country such a complete verification of a text in sacred 
writ as the memorable event they were that day so happily celebrating. 
There had been long and eventful reigns in this land and in others, but the 
reign of Her Majesty Queen Victoria would go down to posterity as one In 
which the great amount of benefit to and the vast improvement in the condition 
of the Queen's subjects were incalculable. The dominion had been immensely 
extended, bringing under the government of this land different races that had 
never understood the meaning of true freedom. These, notwithstanding their 
various crecds, had been welded, and had assisted in making Great Britain 
what it is, “powerful, free, and bappy’”—a land where all subjects were 
absolutely equal in the sight of the law: a land where every one was free to 
worship his God after the dictates of his own conscience ; a land where each one 
vied with his neighbour in contributing to its glory and to its prosperity. And 
it was because of its even-handed justice, its erand toleration, its kindness, and 
the weleome extended to the stranger fleeing from persecution and intolerance, 
that the blessings of God rested upon this happy land. The preacher quoted 
Cowper's Lines as applicable to the Queen's good qualities, “ Her life a lesson to 
the fen she sways,” and concluded by observing that when the history of 
Victoria came to be written she would shine as the “representative woman,” the 
most affectionate wife and loving mother, the tenderest, kindest, and noblest 
Queen, 

The solo in the National Anthem was finely sung by Miss Julia Lion. 


BRISTOL. 


The decorations of the synagogue for the Special Service were artistically 
carried out by Miss. G. Platnauer, assisted by other ladies and gentlemen of the 
community. The service was conducted by the minister, the Rev. A. Levinson, 
Miss A. Oppenheim presided at the organ, and a specially organised choir was 
conducted by Mr. F. Goldman. The sermon was preached by the Rev. J. 
Porack, BA, of Clifton College. Mr. Polack, who took his text from 
Pealm xx. 5 and 6, said any one who would read the 20th Psalm with attention 
would scarcely fail to witness with his mind's eye a remarkable and imposing 
scene, The person who was addressed in that poem was evidently a Sovereign 
who commanded the enthusiastic allegiance of his people, and who stood with 
them in relations of closest sympathy. The whole scene presented a remarkable 
picture of national loyalty and devotion. Similar to the ancient demonstration 
in some, though happily not in all its salient features, was the religious pageant 
which would this week be enacted within the historic precincts of St. Paul's 
Cathedral. Happily it was no national peril that evoked the affectionate loyalty 
of the Queen's subjects and their prayers. In the close bond of sympathy 
between Sovereign and people in the visit of the monarch to the ancient shrine 
of the nation for purposes of prayer to heaven ; in all those points the eventful 
scene of the Tubilee celebration offered a parallel to the striking incident 
foreshadowed in their text, Not from any disquieting fear of coming evil did 
the nation’s heart throb that day with harmonious beat, but from gratitude— 
from a mighty unbounded sense of thankfulness to heaven for having vouch- 
safed to their beloved Queen 60 years of benign sway over that vast empire— 
years, perhaps, unsurpassed in the world’s history for the blissful influence which 
they had shed upon the lives of men, for the marvellous progress which they 
had witnessed in ail that constituted earthly happiness and prosperity. 


CARDIFF. 


The Jubilee Service was conducted by the Rev. J. Abelson, B.A., and the 
Rev. H. Caminetski, who was assisted by a choir. Mr. AneLson preached from 
the text 2nd Kings, xx., 1%: “And he said surely it is good if peace and truth 
be inmy days.”

CHATHAM. 


There was a full attendance at the Special Thanksgiving Service. The 
service has been characterised by non-Jews as most loyal and impressive. The 
Chief Rabbi's Order of Service was adopted, with the addition of Mr. Joseph 
Massel’s * Diamond Jubilee Ode,” which was rendered in Hebrew and English by 
the minister. The Rev. B. J. SALomons preached from the text, ‘ Many daugh- 
ters have done virtuously, but thou excellent them all” (Prov, xxxi. 20). After 
dilating on the purity and nobleness of her Court, and the high sense of 
righteousness ae Godly fear which had always dominated her life, the preacher 
said, as Jews, they had a special cause to bless the Victorian era. Were they to 
contrast Her Majesty's reign with those that have preceded it, they would soon 
discover that however much was done for them as a race, in order to better the 
conditions under which they lived, from 1655, when they were re-admitted into 
this country, to 1837,it could not be compared in any way with the complete eman- 
cipation accorded them during her benign reign.

The Jubilee Service at the Congregation of British Jews on Sunday last 
was both impressive and interesting. ‘T'o do honour to the oceasion,a large con- 
gregation assembled, The form of service adopted was the one issued by the 
Chief Rabbi, and was distinguished by the eloquent address of the pastor, the 
Rev. L. M. Simmons, and the excellent musical arrangements. In this syna- 
gogue, ordinarily, one is accustomed to the solemn peals of the organ, but on 
this occasion the violin and harp were also introduced, making a trio of instru- 
ments that for harmonious blending of sound; could not well be excelled. The 
combined choirs of adults and boys performed their task remarkably well, and 
gave evidence of the pains taken in their training. It was noted that the most 
elaborate music was reserved for the 8ith Psalm, which forms part of the A fter- 
noon Service ; of the other Psalms, one was read in English, another chanted by 
the choir, and a third, the 61st, was sung to a netode composed by Mr. C. 
K. Salaman, the solo parts being well taken by Miss Woolf and Miss Mendel. 
Interpolated between the sermon and the prayer was a composition 
by M. Thome, entitled “Andante Religioso,” for the three instruments 
above named, and the executants, Miss Schlesinger, Miss Smallwood, 
and Mr. Buckton, invested the music with pathos that was 
singularly beautiful. The Rev. L. .M. Simmons, in his sermon. took 
his text from I, Chronicles xxix., 11., “Thine’O Lord is the greatness and 
the power and the glory and the victory. For everything comes of Thee and 
of Thine own hand have we given Thee.’ The speaker said that these words 
which David prayed when he was placing the crowning edifice to his hfe were 
appropriate to the thanksgiving and joy of the day, were appropriate to his 
hearers as Englishmen, for at a time like this the heart was likely to swell with 
pride, and then there would come the besetting sin of success which says so 
often : “My power and the might of the Lord hath done this.’ He was sure, 
too, that the one great person whom they all loved and honoured would be filled 
that day with the spint of David’s words. Mr. Simmons then revicwed the 
reign of the Queen. He said that the reign of the Queen had not been one of 
the most startling of the reigns in England’s history, but that it had been the 
most gloriest in the deep sense of glory. Progress had been made in science, 
and science had brought precious fruits in education, and the comforts of life 
had been brought in greater abundance to the homes of the. people ; there was 
more sympathy and brotherly feeling between rich and poor. In conclusion, 
Mr. Simmons spoke of the progress made by the Jewish community, and touched 
upon the question how Jews could best show their gratitude, not by proving 
less and less Jewish, but by becoming more and more identified vith their 
country’s work and their country’s aspirations, by sharing in the philanthropy 
of the age which was to-day almost a passion. At the close of the sermon, a 
collection was taken, the proceeds of which it is proposed to hand over to the 
local Jubilee Commemoration Fund, for raising a statue to the Queen, and 
rebuilding the Infirmary. 


At the South Manchester Synagogue, the Rev. Isidore Simon conducted the 
service, and read all the special portions. Mr. Simon preached the sermon, taking 
for his text Isaiah 45, xiii. In the course of his discourse he said: No sooner 
was the burden of sovereignty assumed by the youthful Queen, than lke Cyrus 
“in the first year of her reign,’ she showed by knighting Moses Montefiore in 
1837, her determination to give Jews the chance of holding the highest posts in 
the land without being compelled to become renegades. Prejudice lingered long, 
bigotry was slow to saoouil, many governments rose and fell ere the Jewish 
disabilities were finally removed, but there could be no doubt that the graceful 
recognition of the public services of a Jew sixty years ago, was the germ sown 
by the Queen, out of which grew the beautiful tree of liberty. The fruit thereof 
they now enjoyed, Celebration of the Diamond Jubilee was not contined to the 
Jews in England alone. The whole of the English Jewish nobility by her 
created, often stemmed the tide of persecution in Russia, Roumania, Morocco 
and other countries, ‘The charming recollections of the Queen's goodness anc 
beneficence must prompt them to thank God for having preserved Her Gracious 
Majesty, and sustained her in all her trials and afflictions, and to fervently pray 
that peace and prosperity may never depart from the British shores, and the 
loyal hearts of hes aabetions subjects may ever rejoice and be glad in the 
greatness and stability of the English Throne. The National Anthem was sung 
at the close of the service in English to the accompaniment of the harmonium 
played by Mr, Maurice Simon. : 


The Thanksgiving Service at the New Synagogue and Beth Hamedrash, was 
conducted by the Rev. J. Matz, who was assisted by a specially trained choir, 
Professor A. F. Amlert presided at the organ, and the address was given by 
Rabbi Hirscu, to a crowded congregation. The exterior of the synagogue was 
very gaily decorated with flags, and the officers and members of the committee 


wore medallions bearing the Queen’s head. In addition to the Chief Rabbi's 


Order of Service, the ode by Mr. J. Massel was sung. In accordance with 
the decision of the specially-appointed Commemoration Committee, a 
Sepher Torah will be presented to the synagogue to mark the unique event, 
On Tuesday afternoon, the members of the synagogue assembled at the 
Beth Hamidrash, when the National Anthem was sung, and a telegram sent to 
Her Majesty. Refreshments were provided. ‘The President, Mr. G, Shaffer, 
and the V ice-President, Mr. 8S, Claff, prose and seconded the toast of the 
Queen. A vote of thanks was accorded to the Commemoration Committee, 
the officers, and the choir, 


For the Thanksgiving Service, the Brodyer Synagogue was adorned with a 
great display of flags, plants and various portraits of the Queen and Royal Family. 
The Service was choral and instrumental, The Rev. Jacob Cantor officiated, 
The Thanksgiving Sermon was preached by the Rev. J. H. VALENTINE (of the 
Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue), who readily responded to the invitation 
of the executive of this synagogue, The rev. gentleman took his text from 
9nd Kings, xxiii. and xxiv. : “There was never a Monarch like this, who turned 
to the Lord with all his heart and soul,” In the course of his sermon he con- 
trasted the position of the Jews 60 years ago with the present time their 
progress and prosperity, and impressed upon his hearers to be loyal 
subjects and pray for the welfare of this mighty and_ blessed country. 
On Jubilee day the members were entertained jin the Vestry Room. The 
President, Mr. 3. Balaban, occupied the chair, and proposed the toast of the 
day. A telegram of congratulation was forwarded to Her Majesty. | 


A Service of Thanksgiving was held in the Central Synagogue to an over-

AUSTRIA HUNGARY,

on 6th inst.in Budapest. The deceased, a self-made man, wasa leather merchant 
many years ago, and had acquired a great fortune. Salamon Taub was highly 
esteemed by all with whom he came into business and private relations. The 
deceased had given to Jewish and Christian Charitable Institutions of charities 
the sum of 700,000 florins. Her Taub was Director of many Banking Institutions 
and member of numerous associations. His funeral was attended by many of the 
most prominent merchants and manufacturers, offiers, ministers, and others, 


GERMANY, 


Herr Commerzienrath Friedrich Engelhorn, who celebrated his Golden 
Wedding amid much rejoicing on the t5th of June, has handed to the 
Municipality of Mannheim the sum of £3,500 to be invested and the interest 
applied for a yearly gift on the anniversary of June 15th.

INDIA, 


With a view to express appreciation of the disinterested services Dr, Haffkine 
bas rendered to humanity and to science, and his patient and laborious research in 
inventing the prophylactic lymph with which persons are being inoculated as 
immunity from the plague, it has been nropcaed to confer on him the honorary 
degree of LL.D. ‘This degree is very rarely conferred in 
and up to now only three persons have been so honoured. 

A Religious Parliament was held at Indore in connection with the Brahmo 
Samaj, and Mr. I. A. Isaac was asked to represent Judaism. Many learned 
Hindus, including a late Vice-Chancellor of Bombay University, took part in 
the proceedings, thirty minutes being appointed to each speaker. Mr. Isaac was 
allowed forty-five minutes, and his essay was highly appreciated.
